Washington, June 11.— Of the nearly five 
millions of voters who voted to make Mr. 
Cleveland president about three hundred re- 
i here begging hlri' and his cabinet for 
» for themselves or for friends. But 
then, these throe hundred are as persistent as 
fleas in a Spanish inn or as flies on a hot 
August day Many of their faces have b«- 
? familinr in every place where an office 
can lie lagged for. Many of them have gone 
home and returned. Home of them have 
here ever since the 4th of March. Borne 
mm oi course ar » recent arrivals, fresh 
on the scene. Bonn of them want office for 
themselves, others are the amenta of friend*. 
Considering how small Uncle Sam's pay is 
one wonders how these poor creatures expect 
to get back their hotel bills and other ex- 
penses, even they should get office, which is 
not at all likely, or bow those who are acting 
as agents for others are going to get pay for 
boring the president and the cabin -t day 
after day In a way that disgusts anil irritates 
all who look on at the daily crowd. 

The number is not great. Compared with 
the total number of those who voted the 
democratic ticket it is Infiuitessimally small 
But, few as they ara, they have become a
